Dee, 14. 

General Alderson gave splendid ser- 
vice throughout the Great War, .In 
connection with his command of the 
Canadian Army Corps, he. was: men- 
tioned in despatches and was created 
a Knight Commander of the Bath and 
Commander of the Legion of Honor. 

He was A.D.C, to Queen Victoria 
and from 1900 to 1906 was’A.D.C. to 
King Edward VII. 

In the Great War General Alderson 
took command of the Canatian troops 
from their first arrival in England. 
Members of the first contingent well 
remember his reception of them at 
Plymouth cn landing and later at sub- 
+sequent inspections on Sallsbury Plain 
and in France.
